
Serve Idaho Commissioner FAQs 

 

How long is the typical term of service? 

Commissioners are appointed for a 3 year term of service. 

 

How often will I be required to attend meetings? 

Serve Idaho Commissioners are required to attend a minimum of three of four quarterly all day commission meetings, 

including the annual two day planning retreat.  If needed, up to one meeting per year may be attended via phone.   

 

Will I be required to contribute financially? 

Serve Idaho Commissioners are not required to financially contribute, however are asked to help acquire financial and 

in-kind support for commission activities. 

 

If travel is required, will I be reimbursed? 

Commissioners are reimbursed for commission related travel such as travel to quarterly commission meetings, and the 

Serve Idaho conference. 

 

How do I apply to become a Commissioner? 

The Governor appoints members to the commission.  Individuals interested in applying should fill out the application for 

appointment and submit a résumé to the address listed on the application for appointment.  The application can be 

found at gov.idaho.gov/boards/boards.cfm.   

 

Will I be required to take part in Serve Idaho events? 

Commissioners are required to participate in two of the following events annually: 

- AmeriCorps Site Visits 

- Serve Idaho Conference 

- Serve Idaho Conference as a presenter 

- National Service conference 

- AmeriCorps grant review process 

- A Commissioner Development Institute

Am I required to serve on any additional committees? 

Commissioners must serve on one standing committee.  Standing committees including: marketing, membership and 

program.   

 

Where does the Commission meet? 

Commission meetings take place in Boise.   

 

Are Commission meetings open to the public? 

Yes, in accordance with state open meeting laws. 

   

How many Commissioners serve on the Serve Idaho Commission? 

15 to 20 commissioners serve on the Serve Idaho Commission.
